[jloralion." " and after being invited 
to the platform by the presiding of- 
ficer. First Vice-President M. II. 
Qiiinn, the lecturer immediately 
plunged into his talk. He began 
his presentation by tolling of tho 
race to the South Pole between (\ve 
contestants — namely, Amundsen, , 
Norway; Scott, Kngland; Dr. 
Mawson, Australia; Lieut. Shirhase, 
Japan; and Lieut. Filchuer, Ger- 
many, lie then spoke on the lack 
of interest in Antarctic exploration, 
saying that th(>re was little inhabit 
al)l(^ land inuir the South Polo and 
no life forms except mo.sses in the 
Antarctic Circle. Some of these 
theories may bo disproved by recent 
discoveries, lie spoke about Iho 
ideas of the ancients. Homer, who 
lived 1000 uv., thought that the 
(!aith was fiat anil^l hat there was only 
oneconlinent, Asia, while Aristotle, 
Mila and Marco Polo conceived tho 
earth asiound, with throe continents 
north of the eciiialor. It was the 
custom during the ancient days that 
if a man did not agree with the 
Po[)(» he was disclmrged from 
his Cliurcli. The Pope thought the 
earth to be fiat, and so several priests 
who were against such a theory were 
discharge<l from his Church. This 
was during the Middle or Dark 
Ages. When Marco I'olo wrote the 
first of his soventy-flve books of his 
travels in manuscript, to prove that 
the earlli was a sphere, tlie Pope 
then began toadmilil. Tho re/ison 
navigatois were afraid to sail around 
the polar regions was because they 
thought tho waves were like moun- 
tains. They wore also afraid of 
"devil grasps." Tho lecturer pro- 
ceeded to tell of tho dicovorifw 
of such explorers as Diax, DeGama, 
Columbus and Magellan. 

He now began to describe the 
polar oxpedilions of James (^ook, 
W(>ndell and Ross. He said thai 
Ross was the first human being to 
see the Creatlce Harrier. Garlacho, 
a Qerman, has the honor of Iteing the 
flist Antarctic explorer to spend a 
night iu tho cold regions. With 
him were Dr. Cook, of North Pole 
fame, and Capl. Amundsen, the 
recent discoverer of the South I'ole. 
'I'lieir ship remained in ice for 13 
months at 71 below zero. He now 
began to speak of the history and 
eaily life of Captain Scott. Scotl 
left Kngland in August, 1901, and 
landed at Cape Adare. He then atart- 
e<l for the polo on Noveml)(»r 2, 
11)02, with dogs, an automobile sle(l 
and a few Manchnrian ponies. 
With liim was Sir Ernest Shackel- 
ton, but Shackelton was soon sent 
home on account of sickness. Scott 
placcil great dep.endenoe on his 
auloniobil(« sled and ponies. Capt. 
Amundsen, however, had no faith 
in it, ho preferred dogs. Mia chief 
objection to the automobile was 
that it could not cany gasoline 
enough to lake it any great dis- 
tance, and that it might easily be 
wrecked by falling into a crevasse, 
lie now turned to the life and ex- 
peditions of Amundsen. Amund- 
sen intended to take a trip to the 
North Pole, but finding it already 
explor»«l by an American, he chang- 
ed his mind and started for the 
iSoulli Polo. He was equipped with 5 
nun, I .sleds and f)2 dogs. On A]>ril 



22d, he left the sun and was in 
darkness for four months, but soon 
retnrned. On October 20tb, 
ho departed for bis final dash to the 
pole and hoped to reach it before 
any other explorer. By the time 
he reached 86 degrees he met 
a large mountain and ascended it 
with a number of his dogs. At the 
top, he was very sorry, but had to 
kill 34 of his faithful dogs for food, 
lie arrived at the polo on De- 
cember 14, 1911, at three o'clock, 
and held a ceremony there, after 
planting a Norwegian flag iu honor 
of King Haakou of Norway. His 
achievement was due to his oom- 
rades, dogs and skies. The results 
of Amundsen's success are that we 
can predict storms better, give 
better ideas of the weather con- 
ditions, know that Ice Barrier floats, 
that mountains reach the pole, and 
knowledge of the minerals in the 
mountains. At the conclusion of 
the lecture. First Vice-President 
Quinn mounted the platform and 
suggested that a vote of thanks 
bo teud(^red Prof. LaCrosse for his 
interesting lecture, which was duly 
seconded by all. The meeting then 
adjourned at 9:45 o'oloftk.

The Companion, the little paper 
printed ot the Minnesota school for 
the deaf, says : "There is plenty 
of room for improvement. Indus- 
trial conditions are far from perfect. 
Changing economic conditions in 
the world at large demand improved 
methods of manual training." 

The Minnesota School for the Deaf 
was established fifty years ago. It 
has been singularly free from ad- 
ministration changes, the present 
8up'3rintendent having held office 
some fifteen years. The conditions 
are all that one could desire, iu fact 
ideal, for maintaining a thoroughly 
up-to-date efficient, industrial train- 
ing school. There is, therefore, no 
apparent reason why if should l>e 
necessary to make the humiliating 
"industrial conditions are far from 
perfect." 

I called public atleulioii to tlie 
matter some time ago in an address 
before the Minnesota Association of 
the Deaf, and my remarks so 
" peeved" the superintendent that 
he wrote me a letter wheiein he 
maile use of the expressions " dense 
ly ignorant," " malicious" and 
" slanderous." Later on I called 
the attention of the governor and 
board of visitors to the matter. The 
admission of the Companiuii., which 
may be presumed to speak for the 
superinteudenl himself, that " in- 
dustrial conditions are fai from per- 
fect," would seem to indicate that 
some one is beginning to take notice. 

The Comixiniou further remarks : 
" We believe that the aurthorities 
of our schools are fully alive to the 
importance of the matter, and are 
ready to do the best they can with 
the means at their disposal." 

One would naturally expect the 
superinlendeut to be "alive" to the 
very simple and obvious duty of 
"doing the best ho can with the 
meausat his disposal." It is hardly 
a compliment to him to say he is 
that much "alive." It would hv 
more to the point if he were enough 
alive to put in a little extra woik 
necessary to bring the industrial 
conditions a little nearer to perfec- 
tion. On this point he seems to have 
been indifferent for fifteen years. 
As I staled in my letter to the board 
of visitors, ho ha.i not kept pace with 
the demands and no* it is necessaiy 
to admit that " there is plenty of 
room for improvement " and that 
" industrial conditions are far from 
perfect. "

I have noted with a great deal of 
interest and satisfaction the manner 
in which you have been champion 
ing the cause of the deaf, and espe 
cially the matter of organizing a 
bureau to aid the deaf workman in 
securing employment. This is a 
subject of intense interest to every 
deaf man and woman in tho coun- 
try, and it is to be earnestly hoped 
that the efforts along this line will 
be successful, for the result will be 
far-reaching in their influence and 
of ultimate sistnificanoe not now 
realized. 

It seems particularl\ luiate 

that this idtMi should u and 

steps taken toward carrying it out 
in Miniu^ota, which has produced 
so many capable deaf men and wo- 
men, and where these deaf men an<l 
women have been leaders among 
their own kind in all matters per- 
taining to their welfare. 

The e<lucalion of the deaf is no 
experiment. It has long been an 
accomplished fact. Along with 
their mental and moral education 
the State has educated them along 
indu.strial linos, or laid the founda- 
tion by manual training for them to 
take up different tiades. But there 
hangs over them this early prejudice 
against one who is handicapped by 
nature. Always there is among 
those not yet familiar with the 
reality of the deaf man's ability 
that skeptioisim with which we view 
the untrietl and unknown and the 
unknown quantity. The idea that 
the deaf man is nne<luoated and 
helpless, because wo used to see so 
many of them so. sticks iu the mind

Saturday, April 6th: — 

Some persons not liking to work, 
think they can get money in a very 
easy way by playing tho deaf and 
dumb game. Somehow they get 
cards that have the manual alpha- 
bet, either single or double hand, 
then they enter stores or offices or 
shops and show the cards and ask a 
bonus of a dime for one. G^entIe- 
meu not wishing to be disturl>ed give 
a dime for a card and make no use 
of it. 

Sometimes these peddlers pretend 
to be deaf and dumb. 1 
follows are impoators and sli. 
not V>e favored, bnt arrested, for 
there is a law against pretenders. 

Their pretension does great dam- 
age to the deaf, and to their busi- 
ness. It also defames the schools 
that are established for the education 
of the deaf and dumb. 

In this city and other cities the 
public hardly comes into contact 
with a deaf and dumb beggar. The 
graduates are disgusted with 
act of begging ; all they ask is 
work of some kind. Some of 
deaf sell wares and some turn 
to be veiy gocnl

Often hearing impostors prove 
to be burglars. They survey the 
conditions of residences, stores and 
offices and report to their a< 
plices or pals. How can the \

stranger sharply in his face, look 
at his eyes, which may sway from 
side to side, speak loudly and rudely 
behind his back, and watch the 
movement of his shoulders. The

I do not know, nor does the gover- 
nor, how the impression could have 
gotten out that the law enacted by 
the last legislature conitemplated the 
oral method to the exclusion of any 
methods. 

The title of the bill itself is ex-' 
planatory and shows you that such 
is not the object. The title of the 
bill is " To provide for the oral and 
lip reading method of instruction for 
such pupils as are qualified to receive 
same."- The word "qualified" is 
the title eliminates any idea of mak- 
ing this an exclusive method. The 
body of the bill is more specific and 
especially provdies that this method 
of in.struction in the deaf school shall 
only l>e given to such pupils a.s have 
the capacity and mental ability to 
ina.ster the thing .successfully.

The body repoHcd in a boauiiful 
steel-Rray plunh (raHket, sniioiinded 
by floial tributes from lelalive^ and 
friends. A larire broken coininn of 
white roses, with the inscription in 
purple immortdlles " B<doved Wife," 
came from the soriowinfi; husband, 
wreaths and sheafs from the Brook- 
lyn Guild of Silent Workers, of 
which Mrs. Kcka was a iifeloii},' 
member, and from Mr. Kcka's 
brother members of the Brooklyn 
Division, N. F. S. D. Revs. Ur. 
Chamberlain and John II. Reiser 
conduoted the funeral service. 
The impressively beautiful burial 
service of the Episcopal C/linich was 
read orally by Dr. ('Iiainberlain 
and in sii^ns by Mr. Keiser. After 
a brief eulogy by Dr. Chamber- 
lain, a choir composed of Misses 
Emma F. Caildy, Elizabeth Ander- 
son, Louise E. Turner and Mrs. 
John Jc^ynes, reiKhu'cnl in concerted 
signs the hymn, "Abide With Me." 
The rcMnaiiis were taken to Cedar 
Grove Cemetery, Monday afternoon. 
Rev. Dr. Chamberlain reading the 
committal service at the giave. 

Ella Frances Taylor entered the 
New York Institution for the Deaf 
when a little girl. She was an or 
phan. During the early years of 
lier pupilage at Fanwood she dis- 
played the qualities of mind and 
lieart that in later years won her a 
high standing in the deaf community. 
At Fanwood she was a leader of the 
High Class, then taught by Miss 
Ida Montgomery. She was promi- 
nent in the activities of the Fan- 
wood Literary Association, the Ida 
Montgomery CJiicle, the King's 
Daughters, and other school organi- 
zations. As an exponent of ail 
that was most graceful and 
beautiful in the sign-laniruage few 
could equal her. Site was leader 
of the (Jhoir at Fanwooil, and 
those who have seen her in 
tlie rendition of hymns, such as 
"AhileWith Me," and "Nearer, 
My God, to Thee," can ever forget 
the yearning, the pleadinu, and 
the i>alhos, she wove in those grand 
old hymns, rendereil in the language 
of signs. It was an inspiration to 
Watch her, and even heat in« people 
caught something of tln^ beaut»' of 
the language that was her own. 

She graduated from Fanwood in 
1802, with high honors. A year 
later she was maiiiod to Mr. Frank 
Turner, himself a graduate of Fan 
wood, one of the most prominent 
young men in deaf circles, an atli- 
lotn, in his school days, and a 
leader among the deaf of Brooklyn 
after grailualion. lie died in IDOH, 
leaving a little daughter, Dorothy, 
to comfort the widow. In 1908, 
Mrs. l iirnor married Frank Ecka, 
a successful young man, conduct 
ing a printing and badge-making 
business in Brooklyn. Tiieir life 
was particularly happy. She was 
of great assistance to him in his 
business, and the two working to- 
gether, built up a profitable trade. 
She always enjoyed excellent 
health, bo the news of her demise 
came as a shock lo her many 
friends.

April 13, '12— The death of 
James II. Smith, mentioned in last 
letter was probably due lo the ad- 
miiistraliou of ether, for the ex- 
traction of a tooth. He had gone 
lo work as usual Friday morning, 
but later suffering from a severe 
toothache, asked to be excused 
and he went to a dentist for relief. 
It was found necessary to exact 
four, one of thr m an eye loolli, and 
in the operation, the taller was 
broken off. The operator ad- 
ministered ether, and after the mem- 
ber had been tlrawn, Mr. Smith 
did not revive for some time, and 
when he did he was in a dazed 
condition. He left the office of ifi 
sudden, and the operator followed 
him and demaniled pay for his 
work, which was given him. Mr. 
Smith boarded the wrong car for 
his home. The conductor, however, 
knew him and supposing he was 
going to a friend's house lei him off 
there. This friend, a deaf-mute, 
when Mr Smitli came lo his house, 
soon perceived that something was 
wrong with the man and therefore 
conducted him to his liome. All 
the while he acted and talked rather 
wildly. He was placed in bed and 
it was discovered that his breath- 
ing was hard. He soon fell into a 
sleep which proved his last, the 
end coming about ten o'clock. 
When it became known that Jimmy 
Smith was dead, there was univer- 
sal surprise and sorrow among his 
friends, both hearing and deaf. 
The funeral was held Monday after- 
noon from his late residence, which 
was crowded with friends to pay a 
last tribute to his memory. Rev 
Mr. Pliares conducted the cere- 
monies and Mr. Benj. Showalter 
interpreted them for the deaf. The 
remains were interred in Woodland 
Cemetery. Messrs RauEow, Morris, 
Miller, Vollmer, AukusIus ana 
Himelspaugh were the pallbearers. 
There were many floral tributes, 
among them from the Advance 
Society, of which the deceased was 
the moving spirit, and the Ladies' 
Aid Society. Mr. Smith was born 
in Dayton, and there he lived all 
his life. His age was sixty-two 
years. He entered tlie Institution 
here in 1802 and Kradnated in 
1872. While a pupil, he learned 
the printing business and followed 
it after leaving school, until the 
linotype machine came into nse, 
when lie was compelled to seek 
other employment. During llie 
supennlendencv of the late Dr. 
G. O. Fay, it was bis custom to 
have a synopsis of his Sunday lee 
ture written on the wall slate of the 
chapel and for a number of years. 
This was done by Mr. Smith, for he 
wrote in a clear, bold hand, and 
many of the pupils of that lime 
will recall this. He was twice 
married. His first wife died some 
years ago, and bis second wife is 
left to mourn his deatb. Four 
children were born, but all died in 
infancy. By his death, the Home 
has lost a staunch friend, and an 
indefatigable worker in its cause. 
But above all things that may be 
said of him, he ^asas honest as 
the light of day.
